Rush To Competency Tests 


An OSU educator is con- 
cerned about the.rush to 
competency testing. 

F. Joe Crosswhite, 
professor of education, 
believes the tests could 
have the opposite effect 
from what their proponents 
are setting out to do. 

Competency testing has 
been proposed for the 
Columbus school system 
and a pilot testing program 
is under way here. 

Testing is neither new to 
American schools nor 
designed to be a cure-all 
for the shortcomings of the 
nation's educational 
Process, Crosswhite 
suggests,

NAL, a new nationatly syn- 
dicated program on com- 
mercial television, devoted 
to public affairs matters, 
will begin in February, 
1978, according to an an- 
nouncement by John 
Sculley, president of Pepsi- 
Cola Company, sponsor of 
the program.

In| announcing the 
series, Mr. Sculley said, 
“Pepsi-Cola ~° Company 
feels it is important to have 
a program such as Tony 
Brown's Journal on 
national commercial 
television. It will not only 
be significant and 
progressive in its 
documentary style, but will 
fil a need on commercial 
television. We think all 
Americans will benefit 
from this unique and 
highly informative 
program.” 

Two years ago Pepsi- 
Cola Company provided a 
grant to the Public Broad- 
casting System for the 
broadcast of Black Journal 
and became the first major 
corporation to sponsor a 
series devoted to black 
public affairs. 

In its ninth and final 
year, Black Journal was 
America's longest running 
black public affairs series. 
According to a Burns 
Roper Poll, 5.3% of a sam- 
ple representative of the 
American population, had 
watched Black Journal.

peatedly kept in public office, are not 
really doing anything to deserve their 
re-election. If such an awakening is 
on the horizon, then we are in for 
some real house cleaning. Lord 
knows the political stables are badly 
in need of such a cleaning. 

The only way to keep.any elected 
Official honest and on their toes, 
@ager to serve the people who elect 
them is for there to be keen com- 
petition for survival. 

Entirely too many of our elected of- 
ficials have become staid party 
hacks, bought and paid! for by 
shrewd lobbyists who use and mani- 
pulate them as they see fit. The 
glamour and proceeds that flow to 
them, bewilders them to the point of 
losing sight of why they were elected 
in the first place. This makes them 
complacent, then indifferent which 
leads them to the next step of:im- 
potence.

educators, is a legend still surviving in 

this day of controversy over the develop- 

ment of special programs to ease the ad- 

mission of blacks into the higher 

education institutions of the nation, 

Dr. Leonard Hays, writing in the Oc- 
tober issue of “The Black Collegian”, 
writes: 

“Within this historical context, Blacks 
have had to struggle not only for upward 
mobility, but aiso for survival. Their com- 
mitment to education best expressed the 
ordeal to their struggle. Perhaps one day 
the chroniclers will record that the pur- 
suit of education was evidence of the 
fact that Blacks kept faith in America.” 

“The prime mover in the development 
of the system of education for Blacks has 
been their colleges. Black colleges were 
founded on the hopes that former slaves, 
once educated, would integrate freely, 
into the mainstream of American society. 
The adherence to this mission moulded 
the colleges’ early development as cen- 
ters of Black education, because other 
institutions of higher learning denied 
Blacks equal access.”

torate votes them into office. Once 
in office, they are forgotten by the 


people and, sad to say, they forget 


the people too. 

Just as Black athletes emerge 
through the rigors of stiff com- 
petition, so must Black elected of- 
ficials be subjected to stiff com- 
petition. Only this way can the in- 
competent be eliminated and the 
talented rewarded. 

The young administration of Mayor 
Kucinich at City Hall, should stir the 
interest in sorne of our Black youth to 
plan political careers too. There are 
many opportunities for those who 
have the courage to venture and the 
determination to pursue. 

We need to take a real good look 
at every elected public office holder. 
their records closely scrutinized and 
graded. If they don't warrant passing 
marks, they should be defeated. Our 
problems are too serious for them to 
be trusted to incompetents. 

We have peaked out in City Coun- 
cil with no gains in years. The elect- 
ion of Juvenile Court Judge Leotis 
Harris is the only real political gain 
we have made in the last five years. 
We certainly have the votes and 
enough qualified talent to do better 
than this: The time has come when 
we can no longer use the crutch of 
race for doing nothing. 

The time to start planning for the 
1978 elections is now.

Rhodes Vetoes: Dems Bill 


- ‘The Democratic controlled Ohio General Assembly 
and Ohio Labor bosses were once again lenged 
by Gov. James A. Rhodes last week when he droped 
his wili honed veto ax on the so-called “collective 
aining bill.” 

othe bile Amended S.B, 222, is designed to give 
collective bargaining rights to public employes and 
allow most of them the right to strike. The Senate 
passed the measure on a strictly partyline vote of 21 
to 10, while it squeaked by the House 53 to 37, seven 
votes shy of the required "vote to override a veto. 

In executing his veto authority, Rhodes cited 
several objectable provisions, including one which 
permits strikes by almost all mental institutions per- 
sonnel and school employees. ‘Employes at all levels 
of government who issue checks to people. who 
depend upon the government programs to live, .em- 
ployes responsible for vital water, sanitation and 
utility services, medical personnel in public 
hospitals,” could strike noted Rhodes. 

In addition, he pointed out that it covers all em- 
ployes responsible for safe and hazard-free streets 
and highways, public transit employes responsible for 
necessary public transportation, “The bill again fails, 
as did the previous one (he vetoed), to recognize the 
critical distinction between employment in the public 
and private sector. Labor procedures found in the 
private sector, such as strikes, cannot automatically 
be transferred to the government sector without 
severe hardship," he said. ‘ 

Rhodes voiced his strongest objection to the 
“Agéncy’ Shop” provision which would force public 
employes who are prohibited due to religious beliefs 
from financially supporting employee unions. This 

«provision, said Rhodes, “in effect, forces a citizen of 
this state to purchase his religious freedonf, and that 
is totally contrary to this country's cherished heritage 
of religious. freedom." : ; 

A feature of the bill permitting payments in lieu of 
union dues to charitable organizations approved by 
the employee organization and an employment 
relations board by those prohibited by religion, “is the 
most repulsive," Rhodes said in his veto statement. 

Senate and House leaders have said they will at- 
tempt to override the veto, probably during the 
session which convened Dec. 6. However, most keen- 
minded statehouse observers are doubtful if the 
House can muster the 60 votes necessary to upset a 
veto. 

In the meantime, a black House member apparently 
does not relish the power of the Ohio Supreme Court 
Chief Justice to assign temporary municipal court 
Judges, Rep. James W. Rankin has introduced a bill 
to authorize a majority of the justices to make the 
assignments. 

Rankin, a Cincinnati Democrat, is asking the 
Legislature to take the assianment power out of the 
hands of Chief Justice C. William O'Neill, a 
Republican, and give it to the majority justices, who 
are Democrats. \
